Ai ten o'clock the parior- of the Commercial club 
were crowded, with manufacturers from al!

were some striking faces presented, the 
most distinguished of them being Mr. Hammett, 
of the Piedmout mill, Greenville, S&S. C. A royal 
head set upon manly shoulders, a kindly beaming 
face, bespeaking gentieness of soul. Heis a type 
of a perfect gentleman. A keen face was that of 
Mr. Huehl. Inman, of Atlanta Mr. H. H. Hick 
man, of Augusta. asmall well*knit frame, a face 
upon which were marked lines of care, showing 
him to be a carful manager, Ex-governor 
Bullock the centre of a large circle and was warmly 
Welcomed into the business community Mr. 
Cathron, of Mississippi, was the soul of hospi'ality. 
—Just such a man at whose house the 
belated traveler would delight to find 
the nighi’s welcome. Colonel Hanson’s 
was a commanding figure. Perhaps 
the most noviceable face to be seen was that of Mr. 
R. L. Blocmfeld, of Athens. Plain, anassuming, 
pursuing hisway without obtrusion, his reverie is 
interrupted only to find in him a philosopher in 
the affairs of men. 

Mr. Hickman in calling the meeting to order, 
anbonnced that the prevailing depression in de 
mand forcotton goods had led to the call for the 
present meeting, and the remedy should rest with 
thebody. He called Colonel J. F. Hanson, of 
Macon, to the chair. Colonel Hanson made a few 
remirks congratulatory to the assemblage. He was 
subsequently elected permanent chairman, with 
Mr. Mitchell, treasurer of Clifton mills, South 
Carolina, as seeretary—the members of the firress 
being designated asassistants.

Among the leiters presented was one from Mr. 
William H. Young, president of the Eagle and 
Phenix,of Columbus, which argused cousideras 
ble comment. It was eXpected = that 
Mr Young would be present and 
have a ‘“‘tilt’’ with Colonel Hanson on the tariff, 
but instead he sent a letter which aroused fully as 
much antagoni-m. Mr Young’s letcer recited that 
the surplusof govdsis more apparent than real, 
growing out of changes in doing business, The dis- 
tributing merchants have gradually fallen into the 
from hand to mouth in these days of 
telegraphic communication and rapid railroad 
communicaiions aud itis their true policy. They 
have pariicularly practiced itia the past few years. 
Formerly they laid in stocks to last them for the 
fallor spring trade and then they took the 
manufacturers the load they would otherwise had 
to carry. Their policy now throws back on 
the manufacturers the stocks to hold. 
This loid finds the manuufeciurers unprepared to 
carry it and there is ho remedy until the manu- 
facturers adapt themselves to the changed condi-

tion. The surplus of goods, 
facturers are concerned, is rea. and can only be 
remedied by a curtailment of production toa 
poiat where the distributors must seek the manu- 
facturers. Now the manufacturer resorts to all 
ways Of seeking relief by forcing sales at auction 
and falling into all the pernicious ways to free 
himeelf.of his stock. There is no remedy except 
curtaiiment. A redncton of waxes would burt 
our needy operatives and imbue io them a dispo 
siiion ‘to. strike. Avuyway, if their wages 
were reduced to a point that would 
save money to the manufacturers, prices 
of goods wouid drop to meet the saving and manu- 
facturers would not be helped, but their operatives 
would bedamaged. Theoaly way is for each cor- 
poration to act for what is to them their individual 
interest, and that is whatthey will do, and ought 
to do. This policy will bring aboutthe desired 
result. The losses to manufacturers must result in 
alossforthe better. They must either change their 
policy or fail, and ifthey fail it will bring around 
better times for those who can bes: stand the lovses 
made. If mills workiag eleven hours a day were to 
reduce the hours tosix, it would enable them to 
hold their production at a price that would re 
munerate them; orif they could not, then they 
might as well fail now as to hamper the 
rest. Then the distributors would 
become apxious buyers, as toey 
would kuow that the day of cheap goods below 
cost were gone. 

While the reading of Mr. Young's letter did not 
meet with general approval, Mr, Estes ejaculated: 
“Young always writes sense 

On motion a committee of 5 was appointed to pre- 
pare business for the meeting, com posed ef Messrs 
H. H. Hickman, Hemm tt, Bloomfeld, Cawthon, 
Bullock. In a few minutes the committee returned 
aud through its chairman submited the folowing 
report: 

‘Your committee bave the honor to report for 
the immediate action of the convention the organ- 
ization of an association to be Known as the West 
nee and Southern Manufacturers’ peop ners The 


convention of an executive committee 
consisting of fifteen, of which the chairman of this 
conveution shail be ex-cfiicio chairman, by whom 
said organization thali be prepared. Printed copies 
of said plan of organization to be mailed to each 
spinner and manufacturer south of the Ohio and 
Potomac rivers,.and membershipin this organiza- 
tion shall be obtained by a written reply accep'i1g 
the proposed plan. In view of the short cotton 
crop of last year, we recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution: 

‘“‘Resoived, That we recommend that our'spinners 
and manufacturers reduce their production to the 
reduced quaniity of raw material now in the 
country.”’ 

The reading cf the report gave evidence that it 
was the rock upon whion the body was bound to 
split: Mejor Jackson moved the reference of the 
resolution accompanying report to a committee 
therein appointed. Several memibers claimed the 
fivor at once in opposi'ion to the measure. Mr 
Phinizy wanted somethivg more defiaite. He did 
not want husks for swine, but a re o'ution which 
should provide for e-po-itive reduction of hours of 
labor. This resolution was the emasculation of the 
wholesubject. This brought Mr. Hickman to his 
fect, who explained that there were on the com- 
mittee, ana of course in ike convention, such 
Giverse elements thet no agreement could be 
reached upon any policy save that. An organiza- 
tion was advisable and the resolution in regard to 
the curtailment of work was but an expression of 
opinion. Mr. Bloomfield asked the ques:ion: ‘‘Are 
we over-pr ducing’’’ and proceeded to sbow that 
atthe present rate cf cons-ump‘ion of cotton by 
the factories three months more would exhaust 
the crop and the factories would be filled wiih 
goods made out of high priced cotton which would 
have to be putoc the market with low cotton quo- 
tations. Bankruptey only could follow such a 
po.icy. Wedo not mak a cast iron rule by which 
a!l would be forced vo suspend, but we makea rule 
under which those who need cotton least would 
have the opportunity to let it go to those who need 
itmost. Some mills require cotton to meet summer 
consumption. For such parties it would be un- 
business-like to susperd, but for that large class 
who are piling up pile afer pile of goods which 
cannot be placed on a paying market, it is their 
duty under nature tostop. The brown goods men 
complain greatly of the market. if it does not 
pay them, then they should stop production until 
somebody wants their wares. In1882 my mills 
ran on three fourths time. The west was filled 
with = grain, business was excellent, and 
my mill was running on fulltime with a rapidly 
increasing stock: I telegraphed my selierin Phila- 
delphia tounioad. He begged me to wait another 
meoath, and yet another, until Octoder had _rolied 
around into February, Then! determined togo 
and see for myself. I soon found that I was batiling 
wi.b a market which Icou/d not control, Instead 
of meeting the situation by inches, I meiit boldly 
and unloaded at once. I returned heme deter- 
mineditoreduce and economize sol could bring 
my produc's inside of the market price, and I have 
never lost siuee. That is the way for producers to 
donow Cotton goodsare down. Se!l out,economize 
and curtail produciion, and thus in time the buy- 
er wiil seek you aid not you the buyer. Thecrop 
now growing will be 7 000 000 bales Of course he 
price will be low. Cotton is now 11 cents per 
pound, yet this high priced article will be put in 
compejition with the low priced goods of the 
comiug winter. It simply means death to ma: ue 
faciturers. Some mey fail entirely. Well, I be- 
lieve im the survival of the fittest. It is better for 
the trede that the weak members should be 
weeded out, 

Mr. Hammett said that so great was the 
diversity of opinion, thet no two menin this room 
could agree upon a po.icy. 
stop, while othérs cannot 
nend curtailment as the 
dividuals free io apply it. 

Mr Hickman, taking the chair, Mr. 
Harson took the tl dor. He asserted 
that the mills were now ruuning at a clean 
loss—ea'ing themselves up. His deliberate judg- 
menot was that there was more money in three- 
fourths time than there Was in fall time from uow 
until October. Some yarns are yet madeata small 
profit. Stop the mills and create a demand. “The 
very fact of stoppage will iwelf have a good effect. 
The workivg of fuil time this summer will compel 
holders to unioad their accumulations next fall, 
thus throwing it to the destruction of next year’s 
business. Some goods are bei. g manufactured at 
a cost of 124% ceuts, which can only command 10 
centsin market, What will we do with these high 
pric d goods’ It weuld be a wise policy to 
adopt short time. Owilce to difference 
ia the situation of mills, we must make conuces 
sions. Tomeetthis the Evgiish graded 
would be excellent. Jf one mill has orders ahead 
which stands in the way of suspension the other 
mills could fill the orders qut of their stocks. Thus 
we would he!p one anotherout. We are morein 
terested in September prices, even than those ef 
to-day, [or to day may mean anoOiher year’s disas 
ter. Production must be stopped. If some manu- 
facturers will not join us in suspensieon, let us 
teese them iIntoit. If the merchants could be coz- 
Vineed that you were sincere in your intentis 
snout down, that fact initsclf would increase the 
price inside of forty eight hours 

Mir. Cawthoa, of Mississippi, indorsed 
Mr. Hauson’s last Statement by 
saying that just before he left 
home he had concluded a profi‘able trade brought 
about by the buyers’ fear of what this convention 
would do. 

Mr. Sibley, of Augusta, also favored the pos- 
itive enactment of the short time policy. Thereis 
ne profitin cotton now atall. The moral effect of 
three-quarter time would be felt at ouce. Mil!sin 
the country might sbut down fora whole week at 
a time, but the mills in the city should work some 
every day,so0 as to keep the hands outof dissipa- 
tion. 

Mr. Estes, of Augusta, said a man never got 
what he did not ask for. Instead of the compulso- 
ry shutting down of milislet us put price, up 10 
percent. lIfthat don’t improve the market repeat 
the dose. He had recently put up the price of his 
goods. ‘The Atlanta miils joiued in and the 
result was that they Were gefting what they askid 
for, 

Mr. Barber of Rockhill, 8. C., proved himself the 
funny man ofthe convention. Several years ago 
THe CoNsTITUTION, Gabe Wright, Governor Col- 
quit and oher Georgia friends pictured the 
profits of cotton spiinning. He secured the 
Clement attachment and went into the produc- 
tion of yarus. Hehad been offercd a certain price 
for yarns which he refused and the cons quence 
was that he got his price. Now two pariies have 
goiten into the busivess, the skitnersa and the 
skinned. The commission man is on the side of 
ne skianors. We are all beiig skinned. We 
must get rid of the five per cent commission 
which we pay. NYork out your cotton 
and quit quietly and the buyers’ will 
come to you. The resolution before us is like Tom 
Smith, who courted my widowed mother. Tho 
old man wasa little deaf, so he drew his chair up 
close to the oid lady, and shou'ed in her ear, ‘‘Mrs. 
Barber'’? That scatec her off. We need not talk 
so loud in a resolution which means nothing. The

Mr. Bloomfield resumed by declaring that there 
was a positive scarcit: of cotton brought om by the 
large mills manufacturing goods, for which there 
was no market now nor hereafter. Let them stop 
this ruinou: work and let cotton go where it is most 
needed. When a mill is profitably employed let it 
goou. What is actually needed shoujd be made. 
Let the most favorabie liye and let the weakly die. 
The large tree overshadows the small. The view 
advanced by Mr. Estes, that we can put our own 
prices on our goods, is fallacious. It is the cr 
sumer who pricesand the price goes up gs the con 
sumer needs it. A man who prices himeelf high is 
always a loafer. The true price, and the price 
quoted in New England, is that offered at auction 
There is no lack of commission merchants who 
have lively competiton among themeelves,and who 
off-r rebates at the rate of three cents out of five 
there. Were there no real evil ian commission i* .s 
our interest to keep up prices in the north 
for it is by them our local rade is 
reguinted. A resOluiion to force a stoppage of 
mills would motde obeyed by five men in this 
House I wihilnot be carried with the current. 

Mr. Jackson, of Augusta favored referring the 
matier(‘oa committee. He was not prepared to 
act poeren and wanted time. 

Mr. Hickman fully indorsed Mr. Hanson's views 
as to the necessity of shutting down. The extra- 
ordinary number of new mills has flooded the mar- 
ket with untalable goods, Had it not beea for an 
«Xtraoidinary demand for brown goods that line 
would have been glutted longago. A couple of 
years ego California began shippping her millions 
of bushels of wh-atin brown bagging, but as pros 
ticHon has now caught up with thatof demand, 
we are back atthe point whence we started. J 
knew that there will be a temporary spurt ia prices 
soon. My millsare able to compete, yet owing to 
ihe fact that we havea large supply Of 9% cent 
cotton. 

Governor Bullock, to whom Mr. Hickman 
had yielded the managermnent of 
the proposed organization, sustained the 
report and resolution. He had great frith in the or 
ganization aud while the resolution did not call 
for actual suspension, yet the fact that cotton men 
had seen fit to organ!z3 would stiffen the market. 
He dia rot egree to Mr Hanson’s theory about over- 
producuon, though there was no way open which 
could verify bis views. He was positive, however, 
that there had not been as many new spindles put 
up in the south in the last three years as had been 
abandoned in the north, so there could not be 
over-production from that cause. 

The report of committee, exceptthe resolution, 
was then adopted, and the chair announced the 
following geutlemen as composing committee of 
fifteen: Messrs. Hickman, Sibley, Jackson,Phinizy, 
Hammett, Bullook, Cawthon, McCoy, H. [. Inman, 
General Walker, Bioomfieid, Converse and Kates,

FIRES FEAST 


The Steamer Everingham Goes 


Down Aflame. 


MANY LIVES LOST INSTANTLY 


Fearful Work of Stray Sparks 
in the Cotton Aboard. 


SCENES ON THE BURNING BOAT. 


Most Frightiul Casualty of the 


Times Near Columbus. 


Yesterday morning at 4 a.m. the steamer 
Everingham, plying between Columbus and 
Appalachicola, was burned and sunk. The 
fire started among the cotton in the hold, 

Several lives were lost, and many of the 
passengers and crew who escaped death were 
fatally or severely wounded. The steamer 
was a total loss. The survivors of the wreck 
were carried to Eufaula, where they are being 
cared for. 

The particulars of the disaster, the list of 
the killed and wounded, and other details of 
interest, as wired by Tas ConstTtrvuTion’s cor- 
respondents, are printed herewith.

As only three-quarters of the fiscal year have 
expired, it is probable the debt reduction of 
the entire year wil! exceed one hundred yj}- 
lions, and may possibly go to one hundred 
and ten millions, In the nine months there 
has been a decrease in receipts of forty-four 
millions, but the expenses show a falling of 
eighteen anda half millions. The joss in 
revenue was about equally divided between 
the customs and internal taxation, and one- 
half of the saving in expenses was in ordinary 
expenditures, and the other half was in pen- 
sions and interest. 

The outstanding calls will bring the three 
per cents down to two hundred and forty-tive 
millions, and the prospect now is that at the 
end of the fiscal year not over two hundred and 
twenty-five millions will remain to be cailed 
in. The customs receipts are ex- 
ceeding the estimates of the secretary of the 
treasury, and the failure of the bonded ex. 
tenston bill will be apt to run the interna! 
revenue receipts up at least to the estimate of 
the secretary. 

The chief economy is found ana wil: espe- 
cially be found next year in the expe: ditures 
for pensions, The payments for the first 
quarter were $16,250 000, and the secretary 
estimated more than $53 569,000 for the next 
nine months.
